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Civil Service Reform Sham.

Tire Republican party has been very
profuse in promises of some sort of civil
service reform during the past seven or
eight years, without any performance
however. Those eminent civil service
reformers, Messrs. Schurz, Evarts and
Curtis. have ever and againgiven in their
adhesion to their party—with some
misgivings as to its position on other
questions—on the pretext that on this is-
sue of supreme importance, as it seems
to then, the Republican party gives the
better promise to the country. Their
own record does not afford suchevidence
of sincerily and consistency as to make
them sufiicient surety for their party nor
their support of its candidates any guar-
antee that in their election the cause of
civil service reformm would be advanced.
K willbe remembered that at the mem-
oral:le Fifth Avenue hotel conference of
independent public men in 1876, Mr.
Schurz and his confreres declared most
emphiatically against any candidate for
president  * who, however favorably
judged by his  nearest friends, is
not known 1o possess those quali-
ties of mind and character which
the stern Gask of  genuine reform
requires,” thereby conspicuously mean-
ing Hayes. But alter a good deal of
dalliance Schurz supported Ilayes and
was rewarded for it, by previous arrange-
meunt it is generally believed, with a place
in the cabinet. And yet the most signal
feature of the civil service as organized
by the present administration has been
the liberal and unfailing reward of every
min Lainted with the fraud of foistering
it into oflice. The counsel fees of the
lawvers, the services of the visiting
statesmen, the inignitous work of the
returning boards and the pettiest rascal-
ity of the meanest scamp among those
who compassed the eleetoral fraud have
all been paid by a prostitution of the
civil service to meet the obligations.

The promises conveyed to the public
in “Civil Service order No. 1,” have
been kept to the ear only to be regularly
broken to the hope. The abuse of office
topartisan and factional ends goes on
the same as before, the enforced  assess-
ments of the oflice-holders and the syste-
matic blackmail of the government em-
Moyees. The eabinet ninisters them-
selves set the example of defying and re-
pudiating this order, and from the day

that Evarls and Sherman went over to

New York toaild the election for gov-
ernor of the man whose removal from
federal oflice they had secared on the
gromd of his abuse of it—from that time
forth the humblest clerk in the depart-
ments has felt that under this administra-
tion civil service reform is a hollow pre-
tense.

Mr. Garfield’s shuflling on this issue
gives no assurance that the reformers, as
they eall themselves by way of distine-
Lion from the slalwarts, have any reason
to expecl him tocarry out t heir professed
principles. These were never beiter
stated perliaps than by Mr. Garfield him-
self in the Atleatic Monthly so late as
July. 1577, In that article Mr, Garfield
suid :

“'The present system  invades the inde-
pendence of the executive, and makes him
less responsible for the character of his
apoointments : it impairs the efficiency of
the legislator by diverting him from his
proper sphere of duty, and involving him
in the intrigues of aspirants for office; it
degrades the civil service itsell by destroy-
ing the personal independence of those
who are appointed ; it repels from the sor-
vice those high and manly qualities which
are so necessary to a puro and efficient ad-
ministration ;: and, finally, it debauches
the public mind by holding up public office
as the reward of mere party zeal.

“To reform this service is one of the
most imperative duties of statesmanship.
This reform cannotl be  accomplished with-
out a complete divorce between Congress
and the executive in the matter of ap-
pomtments. It will be a proud day when
an administration senator or representa-
tive, who is in good standing in his party,
can say as Thomas Tlughes said, during
hixz recent visit to this country, that though
he was on the most intimate terms with
the members of his own administration,
yet it was mot in his power to secure the
removalof the humblest clerk in the civil
serviee of his srovernment.”

ITad Mr. Garfield repeated any such
declarations in his letter of aceeptance,
he might be classed by Messrs. Schurz
and Evarts and Curtis as one who was
disposed to put into practice the theories
they profess. DBut Mr. Conkling and
Mr. Cameron and Mr. Logan would not
have stood it for amoment. They would
support no man who denied the rights of
the local bosses in their several states.
Soin his lettér of acceptance Mr. Gar-
field denied himself, repudiated the civil
service reform theorists and gave him-
sell completely into the hands of the stal-
warts. There was no misundesstanding
his meaning when he said in his letter of
acceptance :

“The cxecutive should therefore seek
and reccive the information and assistance
of those whose knowledge of communities
in which duties ave to be performed best
qualify them to aid in making the wisest
choice.”

Ile yields to the sort of civil service
which ITorace White says hasbeen ** or-
ganized upon striet  prineiples of priva-
teering’” and to the men who have ““voted
down with jeers™ every effort to reform
it. No wonder Mr. Curtis pronounced
his letter *“ inadequate and disappoint-
ing,”” and that the Erciaing Post deplored
the * iatellectual and moral paralysis ™
which had befallen him. And yet Mr.
Garfield’s evasions and turnings about
on this question are exactly like hisshift-
ing position on the tariff, on finance, on
the question of the econstitutional sub-
versions by Congress, on the deputy mar-
shalls” bill and on the question of section-
alism. Everywhere and at all times he
is o triminer,

If his surrender left any doubt that
the Republican party- is against civil
service reform, Mr. Conkling’s triumph
in getting Arthuron the ticket solves it-
Iis removal was the pretended grand
stroke of civil service reform by Hayes,
and he was kicked out because, as Sher-
man and Hayes toid him and the coun-
try, his ofice was dishonestly adminis-
tered, and he masde no effort to reform it,
And yet Mr. Conkling now brings Hayes,
Sherman, Schurz, Evarts, Curtisand the
whole of them into support of this man,

who so lately was exhibited by them as;
the frightful example of what was mnot
civil service reform.

After all the whole theory and practice
of genuine civil service reform is tersely
stated in Gen. Hancock’s letter of accep-
tance. It is better than any systemn that
has been devised by the Republicans
themselves. Thereis every reason to be.
lieve he will carry it out and there is no
prospect that his opponent will, for the
men who are depended upon to elect
Garfield will not admit that “ ProrLic
OFFICE 1S A TRUST NOT A BOUNTY ; NO
INCOMPETENT OR DISHIONEST PERSON
SHOULD EVER BE ENTRUSTED WITIL IT,
OR IF APPOINTED THEY SHOULD BE

A Chapler of Accldents,

A barge containing about 1,000 excur-
sionists struck a flood-rock in the East
river, N. Y., last cvening. Great excite-
ment ensued, Lut all were rescued.

The murder is attrib-
uted to politieal intrigues, as the papers
were stolen, and the coachman of the
murdered man has disappeared. The

That we look with alarm and apprehen-
sion upon the pretentions of the great
transportation companies to be above the
fundamental law of this commonwealth,
which governs all else within our borders,
and until they accept the constitution of
1873 in good faith, they should remain ob-
jects of the utmost vigilance and jealousy
of both Legislature and people.

As it is openly asserted in the public
journals *‘ that two judges of the supreme
court of this state had goune to the depot
and given Mr. Kemble a cordial shake of
hand, as if in approval of his conduct.”

A BIG HAUL.

$30,000 Worth of Bonis Taken.

It was Dr. T. Edgar Hunt, of Glen
N. J.,, whom burgiars robbed of

bonds valued at 30,000, together with

plate glass in a bay window on the east
side of the bauilding.

How They Delighted s New Yorker,

A correspondent of the Elmira, N. Y..
Gazetle, who has been traveling through
this county with the special object of ob-
serving its modes of tobacco eulture, has
been writing a’ series of letter, descriptivy
and agricultural, to his paper. He says
in one of them :

The Camerons, father and son, grow
some fifty to sixty acres of tobacco apiece.
The farm of the elder Cameron embraces
seven hundred acres, all neatly fenced,
and the fences white-washed, which is the
custom of most of the farmers, and which
gives them aneat and fresh a
The crops look excellent and elear from
weeds, showing thorough tillage. On the
farm is an old stoue church over two hun-
dred years old, having been used when the
preacher had to keep a loaded ritle at his
side, an attack from the hostile Indians
being possible at any time in that locality.

The tobaceo from Marietta to Lancaster
eity is rather backward, not averaging
much, if any better than that in Chemungy
valley, only ithas a healthy appearance,
and 1s pe eetlll{r:o from the efiects of the
green worm. farmers depend a great
deal on the datura stramontum, (James-
town wezd) to destroy the millers. Be-
sides they have a patent trap for catching
them which seems to meet with much favor.
At all events we never saw so little worm
eaten tobacco as in this county. It has
rained here almost incessantly for two days
and a night, which will bring on the late
‘tobaceo, as the lamnd is thorouhgly ma-
nured before a erop is planted. There-
fore, there is strength enough in the land
to produce a gomd erop, even at this late

day.

{mwmder city is one of the oldest towns
in the state and has a ]ivopulaﬁon of about
26,000 inhabitants, amd is the central headl-
quarters for tobacco in this section, there
being some fifty warehouses located here ;
and, as wo were informed, they give em-
ployment to 2,500 men during the winter
months. There are at least 50,000 eases
produced,in this county, which takes to
the farmers coffers, at an average of ten
cenis per pound, some two million dollars,
entirely eclipsing all other farm produe-
tions.

Through the kindness of Col. Teller, a
packer from Philadelphin, we were shown
through his immense warehouse, where he
has nearly 4,000 cases stored. The samjp-
lers were on hand, busily sampling the
1879 erop, and the sanples shown us were
as fine, and large amd well colored as any
tobacco we ever saw. They sort it a great
many times in the following qualities :
AAA AA A B and € and zome pack-
ers o so far even to sort their A's in fonr
«ualitics.

[ think the growers here pay more at-
tention to their erops and try harder to
produce that which will find ready pur-
chasers in the market than in York State.
At least, for some reason Pennsylvania to-
baeco has the best reputation of any in
the market.

Their system of harvesting is far differ-
ent fiom ours, aml we are well satisticd
that our method of using twine is more
expensive amd not as good for harvesting a
crop in its Dbest condition as their’s is
here.

They use lath. and a spear ; the spear is
about five or six inches and is put on
the end of alath and the plants foreed
over it, when you take the spear ol and
put on another lath, and so on. It is put
on trestles or seaflolds in the fiekl, where
it may hang for some days without injury.
They say a smart active man can spear an
aere at least o Jday.

I am not prepared to say this is the best
way. Mr. John Bramd, of Elmira, has n
system that may be as good or better.
tis is a small wire hook, to be driven in
the plant, amd this hook hangs the plant
on the Iath. M. Martin Kolb, of Eliza-
bethtown, Pa., mannfactures the spear,
and from our own observation and experi-
enee we would certainly advise our tobaceo
planters to investiate the matter, and see
both methods and then choose the one
that suits them best, aml at all events
diseard the use of twine. We cannot har-
vest a erop near as sound by either of the
methods heretofore mentioned, and if we
are to successfully compete with these
Pennsylvania Dutch we have got to find
the best methods, and fise them. When
a plant gets ripe they go and ent it and
carry it out of the “*patch,” and leave
what is unripe tillitis in just the right
eondition.  Their rule is when the leaves
begin to yellow a trifle around the edges,
it is just the right condition, and they are
careful to harvest before it gets too ripe,
as they elaim the quality and colors are
not as good as when eut at an early stage
of growth.

One thing especially favorably impresses
one with Pennsylvania farming, amd that
is the thorough attention the give te their
farms. The fiekls ave elear of rubbish and
weeds, Corn amd potato * patches”™—
everything is ealled patches here—are as
cleanas a village garden. No brush or
weedds allowed to grow along the fenees.
Buildings arc in excellent repair and all
neatly painted, as are most of the furm
fences. Their barns are as costly as most
dwelling houses, and are models of beauty
and stability.

For the benefit of croakers who preach
that tobaceo farminyg will destroy general
agrienlture wherever it is grown, we give
the average yickl of the erops of this
“ Garden of édan." Wheat yields on an
average from thirty to thirty-five bushels.
Corn gives one hundred bushels on the
average yield. It is a common sight to see
ficlds of ten to twenty acres on which the
stalks will average twelve feet hign, with
from one to three ears to the stalk, and
not a spear of grass or weed to bo seen in
the field. ‘The fruit trees are laden with
fine fruit. Farms will sell, on an average,
at $150 per acre. Several large farms were
shown us a few miles out of Lancaster city
for which #3000 and over per acre ha
offered. At an carly date this see-
tion of country was settled by the
sturdy Germans, and by thrifty economy
they have continually added to their
broad acres until nearly all of them
now own large estates. These are handed
down, generation after generation. It is
something similar to the English system
of primogeniture or more properly entailed.
There are lots of people born and raised in
Lanecaster county who cannot speak or un-
derstand a word of English. The revenue
derived from the land is almost incredible.
Une tobaceo agent told us he had paid onc
man #411.66 for the tobaceo from one aere.
and at a price of twenty-four cents per
pound. Another received #1.800 from
three aeres of tobaeceo, part of which had
yielded 3,000 pounds to the aere. Of
course these are exceptional cases, as
when there is so much produced there are
many light crops. = * * #
Having written so much in general of this
“ Jovely land of Lancaster,” I will give my
own opinion of the cropin comparison with
that of New York. In the first place the
tobaceo growing district of Lancaster ecoun-
ty alone produces at least ten times as much
as does Chemung and iumuibumiea. Om
the average the erop is ter than gurs,
but you must remember that while they
produce a large quantity of the best tobae-

co, much of the lower grades are also

grown.

The soil is mostly a loam, with a lime-
stone foundation, although in some portions
of the county it is a sind without any lime.
The farmers never use lime directly omn
their tobaceo, but in their routine of eyops
use it once in three years; or, as Col
